THE CIVIL WAR 


I now come to the period which divides the ‘‘old war pen- 
sions’”’ from those of the **Civil War’’; viz., March 4, 1861. 

For service rendered in the War of the Rebellion in the army 
or navy, in their varied branches, the law provides two dis- 
tinct systems of pensioning. 

1st, For wounds or injuries received or disease contracted 
in service or line of duty; 

2d. For permanent disabilities, regardless of the time and 
manner of their origin, provided they are not the result of 
vicious habits. 

I shall first discuss the system of pensioning under what is 
known as the General Laws, based upon the Act of J ily 14,

PROTECTING THE FISH 
Another interesting feature of the work of the Canadian 
vy is the fishery protection service. 

Speaking generally, the Canadian Government is extremely 
hospitable toward foreign fishermen, and at many points the 
latter enjoy concurrent rights with the natives in regard to 
both the catching and curing of fish, and have been secured 





to these privileges in perpetuity by various treaties and con- 
ventions. Nevertheless, a number of regulations have been 
laid down for the preservation and exvension of the industry, 
embracing such important details as close seasons, the fouling 
of breeding grounds with fish offal, ete. 

Infringers upon these economic restrictions, whether they 
be native or foreign, are seized and punished without fear or 
favor.
